@ay that the Democratic Senators had deter- 
mined to continue in session to-night until a 
vote uvon the Deficiency bill: and its political 
rider should be reached; but at 4:30, when on 
the very threshold of-' the impending debate, 
Mr. Eaton announced” that ‘after consultation 
with both sidés he had consented to allow the 
further consideration of the bill to be post- 
poned until to-morrow, and the Senate went 
into executive session. The provisions of the 
bill which were left untouched yesterday were 
rapidly disposed of to-day, and at 2:30 the Sen- 
ate stood face to face with the ‘‘rider” at the 
end of the bill. 

The first question arose on the Senate amend- 
ment to this ‘‘rider,” which provides that the 
Special Deputy Marshals of Elections shall be 
appointed by the courts instead of the: Judges 
of the courts. Mr, Edmunds having asked for 
the yeas and nays, the amendment was adopted 
bya party ‘yote of $1 to 16. An amendment 
tending to include the Special Deputies in the 
general abpropriation for Marshals, proposed 
by Mr, Allison, was lost by a yea and nay 
vote of 31 to 20. The bill was then 
reported to the Senate, and after a debate upon 
an amendment offered by Mr. Blaine, Mr. Ed- 
munds moved to strike out the ‘‘rider.” This 
motion was lost by a yote of 34 to 22. ‘The 
yeas and nays were also demanded by Mr. Ed- 
munds on the third reading, which was ordered 
by a vote’ of 30 t) 24, All the preliminary 
steps having been taken, ‘the debate will begin 
to-morrow on the motion to pass the bill.

THE NATIONAL. TREASURY. 

WHAT THE DEBT STATEMENT WILL SHOW— 
ANESTIMATED DECREASE OF $10,000,000. 

Wasurnetorx, March 31.—The public 
debt statement, which will be issued to-morrow, 
it is estimated will show a reduction in the debt 
of about’ $10,000,000. 
The following is a statement of the United 
States currency ‘outstanding at this date: Old 
demand notes, $61,195; legal-tender notes, 
all issues, $346,;681,016; one-year notes of 
1863, $47,155 ; two-year notes of 1863, $13,- 
000; two-year coupon notes of 1863, $23,350; 
compound interest notes, $247,340; fractional 
currency, all issues, $15,625,301 33; total, 
£362,698,357 33. 
The Controller of the Currency reports the 


. amount of additional national bank circulation 


issued during the month of March at 


$1,143,450. The amount returned and 
destroyed is Betty 360, leaving the net 
increase $748,090. The increase dur- 
ing. the last three months, or eo a J 
was $1,997,741. The inerease se Pen 
year ending "April 1, 1879, was $17, "29 681, 
and since Jap. 1, 1879. it was $20,636, 103. 
The amount of. legal-tender notes on 
deposit with © Treasurer for the 
purpose of circulation on 
April 1 was $18 .747. The increase 
during the last month has $235,490; the 
increase during the year April 1, 1880, 
was $5,800,049; and the inérease since Jan. 

1, 1879, $8,028,982. Total circulation of the 
both banks outstanding on April 1, 1880, 
$342,958,957, not including the circulation of 

national gold banks, which was $1,426,120. 

The receipts from. internal pevaeve for the 
month of March will be about $9,000 and 
those from Customs about $19,000, 000.

THE NEW-YORK WORLD'S FAIR. 
THE INCORPORATING BILL AMENDED AND 
PASSED BY THE SENATE. 
Wasuinetron, March 31.—The bill ere- 
ating a corporation for the managementof a 
World's Pair int New-¥ ork-in- 1883, was passed 
by the Senate to-day, after being further 
amicndéd. “ The propositidi t6 require the 
4 shates to be fully paid for at the time of sub- 
scribing was withdrawn by Mr. Edmunds, and 
in its place there was offered and adopted an 
amendment requiring 10 percent. to be paid 
atthe time of subscribing. Mr. Edmunds also 
offered an additional section, which provides 
that there shall be $1,000,000 subscribed and 
one-tenth of this sum paid in before the company 
shall proceed to do any business,and prohibiting 
any division of the company’s assets until all the 
company’s debts shall have been paid. This 
was adopted. Upon the third reading of the 
bill, Mr. Derpedbee called for the yeas and nays, 
and Mr. Whyte declared that he could not vote 
for the bill for the reason that he could find no 
warrant in: the Constitution for incorporating 
such acompany. The authority for passing the 
bill for the Philadelphia Exposition had been 
found, he asserted, not.in the Constitution, but 
in the Declaration of Independence, and the 
Senate had then been told that it would not be 
called upon again for such’ action within 
100 years. The United States was the god- 
fatber of that exhibition, and the result of the 
action of Congress was an appeal from the com- 
mission for $2,000,000. Congress had been 
compelled to pay $1,500,000 to save the na- 
tion from disgrace and make the exhibition 
suécessful, The money bad been reclaimed by 
means of a lawsuit. Congress had also spent 
$650,000 in preparing the national exhi- 
bition, and this expense ought not to be 


incurred again so soon. The bill was or-

If the 
duty on ‘manufactured woolen goods and 
woolen yarns is to be reduced one-half or 
more, the duties on wools, which range 
from 40 per cent. to 90 per cent., wil 
also be brought ‘up ‘for reduction. The ac- 
tion of the committee is thus seen to 
be sure to open up a wide range. of 
tariff discussion, and  that.. is. the 
main reason why it is not likely to come .to 
much, unless the House should ‘insist ‘on 
dividing its propositions and. acting »upon 
thém separately, which is. hardly practica- 
ble..

ABUSES OF CITY CHARITY, 
The meeting of representatives of various 
City charities on Monday, in regard to the 
abuses of the ‘per capita allowance system,” 
gaye expression to a strong fevling in this 
community, especially in« regard to the | 
larger Roman Catholic institutions. An act, 
presented by Mr; Gurey’s society, is already 
before the Legislature, having in view, in- 
directly, the same object, of: limiting appro: 
priations to asylums like the Roman Oatho- 
lie ‘Protectory. - This: act, however, instead 
of approaching the matter direétly, and for- 
bidding 4 per ‘capita allowance to. a chari- 
table institution. beyond’ a reasonable 
amount, meets. the . difficulty. by limiting 
commitments.. The Police Judges “are no 
longer permitted to commit poor vagrant 
children , to: asylums or societies, but this 
privilege is reserved for the Judges of'the 
Supreme: Conrt,-. and- for: courts having 
criminal jurisdiction, Commitment, then, 
to the Protectory or any asylum would be- 
come & somewhat more formal or difficult 
matter, and we should not have,*in all prob- 
ability, such masses of children crowded in 
these institations,...The per capita allow- 
ance has certainly run to an extreme.. Two 
Roman Catholic institutions alone—the Pro- 
tectory and the Foundling Asylum—draw 
from the City Treasury: over $325,000 per 
annum, under this allowance of $110 per 
head for each child.-It. becomes. for the 
interest of the managers to crowd these 
asylums with. inmates, There is little 
expense incurred .by . each institu- 
tion in. the - support. of - the. “children 
cared for, and sectarian feeling stimu- 
lates each board to receive as many.as 
can possibly be admitted. The result is 
that every Winter :poor’ Roman Catholic 
families who have hitherto supported their 
own children, in an humble way but inde- 
pendently, are accustomed to go to the 
nearest Police magistrate and have their 
little ones cared for at public expense for a 
few months. The Justice, either to please 
the Catholic voters or because of the act 
permitting the magistrate to. commit chil- 
dren. to asylums of their own faith, usually 
sends them to the Protectory or some simi- 
lar shelter. ‘Here they are fed and -sup- 
ported at public expensé and brought up in 
sound doctrine for’ a few months, and then 
dismissed. The. City, in fact, supports 
Roman Catholic school or religious semi- 
nary. during a part of the yearfor youth who. 
might be. sustained outside. "The Found- 
ling Asylum, no doubt, receives more 
entirely needy and: deserving cases; + but.

TRE ‘‘NEGRO RIOTS” SEASON. 


- Tt must be noted as a somewhat remarka- 
ble fact that the negro laborers of the South 
never strike for higher wages, never 
‘threaten the lives aud property of their 
peace-loving white neighbors,” except on 
the eve of an important political campaign. 

Ever since the days of. reconstruction . this 


asisalso particularly to be noticed, what 
are now called negro riots and uprisings 
wereentirely unknown. Through all thecruel 
years of slavery, the. negroes of the South 
bowed to the yoke which oppressed them 
and raised no hand against the power 
which held them in bondage, . Even during 
the war, when ail the strong young men of 
the Southland were at the front: fighting to 
overthrow the Union and to perpetuate 
slavery, the ever-faithful, blacks remained 
quietly upon. the plantations, to work for, 
‘| support, and protect the wives and children 
of their task-masters.. During all. these 
years, thé Southern whites never had any 
oceasion, to fear violence at the hands of 
their bondnien, and even at the close of the ° 
war, when freedom had come, they gave no 
expression, and had no. occasion to give ex- 
pression, to any fear that they or, their pos- | 
sessions were in danger of molestation from 
the freedmen. _ .

Had the Legislature voted 
that the Jesuits should’not teach in schools, 
they would have been promptly forbidden to 
teach. As the Legislature refused so to de- | 
cide, the Jesuits are “to be prevented from 
teaching by expelling them from France 
under the provisions of. an old and forgot- 
ten’ law.:: “The Government. had clearly 
made up its mind long ago that, in any case, 
the Jesuits must’ go, .
